Tigers End '61 Home Slate Tonight 


Fort Hays State ends its home schedule to- 
night by playing host to the Ravens of St. Bene- 
dict’s in a Central Intercollegiate Conference game 
that could decide the eventual third-place team 
in the league, 

The two squads are currently tied with Em- 
poria State with 1-2 marks in CIC play. Emporia 
was a definite underdog in its game today as 
it entertained unbeaten Pittsburg State. An E- 
State loss would boost the winner of tonight’s 
game into undisputed possession of third place. 

The Ravens have not experienced the success 
of recent years this season, as they have compiled 
only one win in six games. Coach Ivan Schott el’s 
well-trained squads won the league championship 
each of the previous three seasons and the 1961 
aggregation was considered a co-favorite with 
Pittsburg for this year’s crown. 

Playing a tough schedule, the Ravens have 
won only against Washburn, 25-14. The losses 
were to powerful Hillsdale College, 20-0; South- 
east Missouri, 14-0 ; Southwest Missouri, 7-0; 
Pittsburg, 26-0, and Omaha, 33-14. 

FHS broke a five-game drouth last weekend 
by downing Emporia, 12-7, The other Tiger win 
in a 2-4-1 record was a 24-0 decision over Kear- 
ney in the 1961 opener. The Bengals tied Eastern 
New Mexico, 19-19, and lost to Northwest Miss- 
ouri, 17-16 ; Colorado College, 14-6 ; Omaha, 26-0, 
and Pittsburg, 41-7. 


The Ravens feature an experienced, well- 
coached team each fall, and the current version 
is no exception. Leading the linemen are all-CIC 
center Bill Maus ; all-league second-team choice 
Larry Kaminsky, tackle, and end Dave Herne, 
the team’s top pass receiver. 

The Atchison team can use either Corky 
Jacobs or Glenn Hornung at quarterback— both 
rank among the league’s top passers. Fullback 
John McGlinn is rounding out a fine career as 
a Raven workhorse, and halfback Ron Lewis, 
though something of a disappointment this fall, 
is always a dangerous runner. Halfbacks Don 
Kassing and Mike Poseley have been the better 
runners in recent action. 

Fort Hays State has been slowed by injury 
during the past two weeks, with a half-dozen 
Tigers lost for the remainder of the season. Coach 
Wayne McConnell will call again on his improv- 
ing linemen and the three-pronged offensive at- 
tack of speedy Dave Parker, dependable Wayne 
Schumacher and fullback Steve Worley. 

In the history of the series, FHS has won 
only five times to 16 for the Ravens. Three games 
ended in ties. The black-and-white-clad Atchison 
squad has won five straight since the Tigers 
triumphed, 27-7, in 1955. FHS almost upset the 
championship Raven team last fall before losing, 
26-21.
